In response to the Examiner's Action mailed on November 27, 2002, the 
following remarks are respectfully submitted. 



REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 are pending. Claims 1-3, 5-11, and 13-15 stand rejected for 
anticipation by U.S. Patent No. 6,321 ,070 to Clark et al. ("Clark"), and claims 4, 12, 
and 16-19 stand rejected for obviousness over Clark. These rejections are 
respectfully traversed in that Clark does not disclose all of the elements of the 
claims. 

Independent claims 1 and 7 each require, among other things, "an acoustic 
horn". The Action characterizes Clark's elements 1207, 1216, and 1226 as an 
acoustic horn, but this is erroneous; Clark simply does not disclose an acoustic horn 
of any kind. 

It will be understood that an acoustic horn, such as Applicant's horn 27 
depicted in Fig. 3, is a shaped element. As defined in Funk & Wagnalls Standard 
Desk Dictionary, rev'd ed. (1976), a horn is a "hollow, tubular device terminating in a 
cone of varying cross section, for collecting sound waves, as in a loudspeaker". A
